' For some time now, the’ University of Omaha has been en- 
gaged in a hard fought controversy over the proposed merger with 
the University of Nebraska. 

The merger and the money crises are generally considered to 
be the most important problems facing the University. at present 
and’a great deal of time and energy has been expended in trying 
to fulfill the school’s financial needs. 

But there. is another equally frapertant problem facing the 
University, of-Omaha. 

In the last, few months, the rumor has been circulat- 
ing around campus that. some members of the faculty.

In general, their reasons for departing have centered around 
relatively low salaries and the lack of harmony between the Re-.

Death of the Hired Man” were 
powerful and moving. 

Those people who missed ‘this 
really missed one of the strong- 
est theatrical presentations of 
drama ever to reverberate in the 
Administration Auditorium.
